to which he was in due course ordained ; married, for 
his wife, Susannau, fourth daughter of NATHANIEL 
- JARVIS, of Cambridge, Mass., February 3d, 1803. Was 
then installed as minister. in Hubbardston, Mass., 
wherg he remained until the year 1810, when, receiving- 
a call from the (then) Congregational Church of 
Augusta, Oneida County, N. Y., he removed his 
family to that town, and was installed as minister, (the 
~ first regailar one,) of the last named Church and Society, 
May 2d, a810. And though this pastoral relation con - 
tinued eaily a few years, he settled permanently in Au- 
gusta, wirere he died, Feb, Igth, 1853, his wife Susannah ~ 
Jarvis dying before him, Feb. 3d, 1832, on the anni- 
versary off her wedding day,
